that anybody of my acquaintance has 
committed a murder or a forgery. 
Yet 
people are angry with me because I do 
not make my characters in my books 
odious in this fashion. I prefer to write 
about sane people and honest people, 
and I imagine that they are, after all, 
in a majority in the world. ’ ”

during my absence from the parish. At 
once the look which I knew so well 
crossed her face, but her natural pro­

Mr. George Kennan tells a Siberian 
ghost story in St. Nicholas. After de­ 
scribing the first visitation of the mys­ 
terious ghost (it afterward proved to bo 
a half starved dog) Mr. Kennan says: 
For two or three days after this, Yegor 
took refuge at night in the house of a 
neighboring friend and left mo to tackle 
the ghost alone, but neither in the gar­ 
ret nor in the kitchen did I hear the 
faintest sound to indicate that the mys­ 
terious somebody who walked in dark­ 
ness aud left no tracks was abroad.

He marched solemnly around the entry, 
the kitchen and the sitting room, fumi­ 
gating every nook and corner where a 
ghost might lurk, aud then took the 
basin and the brush of twigs and sprin­ 
kled the whole house with water after 
the manner of the Greek church. Hav­ 
ing thus performed his official duty, he 
greeted me courteously, apologized for 
the intrusion and said that it was his 
custom to conduct a cert'mony of that 
kind once a year in every house in tho 
village. I was not, of course, a member 
of his church. But ho had taken tho lib­ 
erty, he said, of coming to my house be­ 
cause there were reports in circulation 
that mysterious noises had been heard 
in it, aud the minds of his parishioners 
were disturbed.

Here ATO some ti* flint ions of Lotli.-rms 
that appear in American textbooks of 
geography: 
“ Those lines which are drawn through 
places with an equal average of temper 
atnre are called isotherms. 
“ Isotherms 
are lines 
connecting 
places having tho same mean tempera­ 
ture for particular periods, as the whole 
of the year, tho winter or summer 
months, etc. 
“ If upon a map all places having 
the same mean temperature are con- 
nee fed by lin<*s, such linos are called 
isothermal lines or simple isotherms. ” 
These definitions are part of the 
truth, but not the whole of it. 
It may 
not be a great calamity, but tho fact is 
that most boys and girls leave school 
with a misconception as to what an 
isotherm is, and they rarely find out in 
later years. 
They all know that two elements, 
latitude aud altitude, are the main foe 
tors in determining tho mean temper 
atnro of a place; that the farther 
place is from the equator and the higher 
it stands above sea level tho cooler its 
climate is. But they do not know that 
isothermic maps take into account only 
one of the^e elements, and that is lati­ 
tude. They eliminate the Influence of 
altitude. The isotherm passing over the 
top of Pike’s peak does not show the 
mean temperature at the summit of the 
mountain, but what the mean temper 
atnre would be in that immediate neigh 
borhood if tho land, instead of rising 
high above the sea, stood at tho level of 
Coney Island. 
Do you roo the reason for this? It 
may l»e easily explained. 
Most of the 
land does not rise so high above the sea 
that the temperature is greatly affected 
by altitude. 
To the majority of man­ 
kind latitude is a far more important 
climatic element than altitude. 
Now. 
the effects on temperature of both lati­ 
tude and altitude cannot well be shown 
on one maul, and isothermic maps were 
devised to show the effects of latitude 
and some other element, such as posi­ 
tion near the sea or in the far interior. 
An isothermic line, therefore, does not 
show the actual mean temperature of a 
place on it unless that place is at sea 
level. But it is easy to deduce from the 
isotherm tho actual mean temperature 
of a place, if we know its elevation 
above the sen. How this is done is very 
clearly explained by Dr 
II. R. Mill, 
the British geographer, as follows: 
“ The air grows cooler by I degree F 
for every 270 feet of elevation above 
sea level, but isothermic lines show the 
sea level temperature. In using isother­ 
mic maps we must tie r. fore remember 
that places GOO feet above the sea level 
have a temperature 2 degrees lower 
than the isotherms indicate; places 
6,000 feet above the sea. 23 degrees 
lower; those 12,000 feet above the see, 
45 degrees lower, and the mountain 
slopes 18,000 feet above the sea no less 
than 66 degrees lower than the sea level 
temperature shown by the isotherms. 
This accounts for the fact that none of 
the important towns in the temperate 
zones is situated more than 2,000 feet 
above the sea, while in the tropics they 
are built at as great elevations aa 8,000 
or 10,000 feet. ” 
Weather charts are an exception to 
this rule. 
They record tho actual 
thermometrical reading* at the points 
of observation.- New York Sun.
